chez, the top-r a n k i n g 
Mexican-American in the 
administration. 

Sanchez reportedly has in- 
dicated that he would like to 
be appointed ambassador to 
Mexico. 

Sanchez, a long-time Dem- 
ocrat who became a Repub- 
lican in 1969 “after a lot of 
soul-searching,” was the ad- 
ministrator ' of Fresno 
county, Calif., for nine years 
prior to his arrival in Wash- 
ington. 

In 1970, he was the Repub- 
lican nominee for the 16th 
District congressional race, 
but was defeated by incom- 
bent B.F. Sisk (Dem-Calif.). 

AGENCY 

It was also learned yester- 
day that Gerard C. Smith, I 
who for almost four years i 
has headed the American 
delegation in talks with the 
Soviet Union on limiting 
strategic weapons, has re- 
signed from government 
service. 

Smith left his post as 
director of the Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency a 
few days ago to join a non- 
governmental economic 
study group involving west- 
ern Europe, the U.S. and Ja- 
pan, according to his asso- 
ciates. 

KLEIN 

At the same time, a high 
administration source said 
that Herbert G.. Klein, direc- 
tor of communications for 
the executive branch, also 
would soon be leaving the 
government, at the Presi- 
dent’s request. 

However, Klein, reached 
by telephone last night, said 
that the President had asked 
him to stay on in the ad- 
ministration. 

“I don’t plan to stay for 
the next four years but I 
don’t have any plans to 
leave any time soon. I have 
been hearing those kinds of 
reports for the last two 
years. I have been asked to ! 
stay by the President.” 


CHANGES 

In other administration 
changes, Mr. Nixon’s chief 
science adviser and the gov- 
ernment’s chief labor me- 
diator are resigning to re- 
turn to private life, it was 
announced yesterday. 

J. Curtis Counts, 57, dir ec- i 
tor of the federal Mediation | 
and Conciliation Service, j 
was offered the post of Un- ! 
dersecretary of Labor, but 
turned it down to return to 
private life. He is an old 
friend of the President. 

Edward E. David, 47, sci- 
ence adviser to the Presi- 
dent and director of the-Of- 
fice of Science and Technol- 
ogy since 1970, also is leav- 
i n g the government, . the 
White House said. 

OTHERS 

Three persons resigned in 
the State Department. They 
are : 

Charles A. Meyer, 54 
years old, assistant secre- 
tary of state for inter - 
American affairs, a New 
England business executive 
appointed early in 1969. 

John R. Stevenson, chief 
legal adviser, a 51-year - old 
former new York lawyer, 
appointed in June 1969. 

Anthony Faunce, Deputy 
inspector general for foreign 
assistance, 56, a former in- 
surance executive of Lincoln 
Center, Miss. 

All have said they will re- 
turn to private life. 

In addition, the Pentagon 
announced that two more 
top defense department ci- 
vilians have resigned: John 
S. Foster Jr., 50, resigned as 
director of defense research 
and engineering, and Daniel 
Z. Henkin, quit as assistant 
Secretary for public affairs. 
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
